occupied the outsikirts of Fiume, accomplishing, in the words of 
the official communique, ” painful duty with loyalty and discipline. 
Meanwhile the artempts of D'Annunzio to debauch the Fleet failed, 
A party boarded the cruiser Marsala at Zara, but instead of beings 
received with opea..arms, were captured. and handed over to the 
authorities a: Ancona. Part of she population -of Fiume rase 
against D’Annunzio, but were suppressed with bloodshed. . 
Aeroplanes dropped leaflets over Fiume on the 27th ins:, urging 
a cessation of the fratricidal strife. A telegram from Zara states 
that the legionaries at San Marco are mainiaining a constant 
machine-gun and rifla firo upon the Slav coastal population.

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CHRISTMAS TRAGEDY. 


EUROPEAN POLICE 

. OFFICER SHOT. 

Killed by Robbers at 
. Yaumati. 


Fellow-Officer Wounded.

The Christmas season has been 
marred, by a trageds, illustrat- 
iog the dangers which the 
Polico of this Colony 
tan in the exeention of their 
duties, as a result of which a 
European officer of the Force lost 
his life throuzh being shot by 
robbers, whilst a fellow-otficer 
Sustained a wound which neces- 
sitated his removal to hospital. 
The tragedy occurred fast night 
at Yaumati, the mantered officer 
being Lance Sergeant Gardiner 
and the wounded officer Lance 
Sargean: Mec Walter. 


Tho details of the affair are, at 
the -moment of writing, a tridp 
vague, bat it would anpear that it 
originated in an effort to secure 
the capture of acang of robbars 
known to be operating 
in Yaumati. Information bad 
been received by the Police tha: 
s band of robbers were con- 
templating a raid on a shop 
situate oat 315, Reclamation 
Street, aod Inspectors Caygill 
and Oz. together with 
Lance Sergeants Ellis, 
MeWalter, and - Gardiner 
and a number of Chinese datec- 
tives from the Yaumati Station, 
proceeded thither at about 9.30 
p.m. The officers were stationed 
in variogs places of conceal- 
ment, the plan being: to eut 
off the tetrest of the rob 
bers should they enter the 
shop. The Police had a quarter 
of an hour to wait before the 
gans made their appearance, and 
it was the firing of a shot inside 
the honse which made known to 
the officers the presence of the 
robbers in the shop. It wax 
then perceived that the robbers 
had ‘gone past the ‘Police 
and bad entered the house, where 
they wera encountered _ by. 
Sergeants Gardiner and McWal- 
ter, The exchange of shots 
which followed-must have been 
coromenced as sight, for when, in 
response toa signal blown on a 
whistle, Inspector Caggill led 
the way into the shop, it 
was discovered that Sergeant 
Gardiner was lying in an 
anconscious condition on the 
floor. with a fatal bullet wound 
in the abdomen. Sergeant Me- 
Walter also received a bullet, in 
the left arm, but it was fortunately 
only a flesh wound. 


Sergeant Gardiner was remov- 


ed on to a Chinese bed in tha shop, }- 


but it was found that he was 
beyond medical “aid. His con- 
dition was one of complete 
unconsciousness unti! the end, 
which occurred a quarter of an 

tere received the fatal 
wound. His remains were after- 
wards removed to the Kowloon 
Mortuary. * 

A regular. fusilade was: ex- 
changed after the first shot 
between the Police and the rob-

THE KWANGTUNG MINING’ SCHEME. 


In the past we have had occasion te comment on the wonderful 
; Jatent minoral resources of China in genersl and of Kwangiune 
Province in particular, and to, pomnt owt the great benefits whiels 
would accrue to the world 1f co-operation could be assured ‘between 
Chinese and foreign interests on lines whereby the latter provided 
the necessary capital and expert assistance, whilst at the same time 
guaranteeing eficient management. We have felt. as so many 
others have, that only by such means can the full development ot 
the country’s mineral! wealth be eTected and China make ber full 
contribution to the progress and prosperity of the world. ‘Ih is, 
therefore, with the utmost satisfaction that we leara of the scheme 
which hasbeen drawn up by. whichit-is hoped to work the coal 
deposits of certain areas in the adjacent province of Kwangtuogr 
on & co-operative Anglo-Chinese basis, to the manifess advantage 
of the Chinese and in a manner which, if the promoters’ 
aspirations are realised, should contribute to the commercial and 
industria! expansion of the Colony of Hongkong. In the past, the 
parémount difficulty has been to Sndsa muxtus operundi or vic 
media to comply with the mining regulations of China and at the 
same time to allow of the participation of foreign capital and 
Be supervision, but this difficulty, it would appear, Major Cassel and 
B hisassociate, Mr. Sum Pak-ming, have teen successful in over- 
F coming in an agreement which has been described by probably the 
greatest authority on Chinese affairs as “the fairest agreement ever 
made in China” . 
We have spoken of this agreement as being founded on 
& co-operative Anglo-Chinese basis, and in support of that 
claim we would emphasise the point that not only do the 
Chinese receive halfthe total capital of the Company for nothing, 
but there is nothing in tne axreeinent to prevent their 
subscribicg for “A‘ shares. The preponderance of foreign 
directors over Chinese is prescribed so as to comply with 
Hongkong Company Law and to ensure efficient management 
of the projected undertaking. Another point which we should like 
to emphasise is that the promoters of the syndicate are obviaualy 
animated, above all else, by a desire to secure coal; the scheme is 
not one that has been devised for the procuring of pramozion profits. 
The main fact which strikes usin this connection is the nature of 
| the arrangements for the capitalisation of the Caumpanys, namely, 
that out of a total nominal capital of ten raillion dollars, half goes 
to the Chinese, leaving tive million dollars for working capital, out 


of which one million dollars have to be paid in cash to the Govern. |: 


ment in the form of a deposit as a guarantee of good faith 
out of dividends on “B ” shares ag? an amortization fund, leaving 
only four rnillion dollars actual working capital. It will be appar. 
ent, therefore, that if the syndicate receives a-refund of the expenses 
incurred up to the date of flotation, there will certainly be very 
Tittle opening left for “ promotion profits.” Since the news of the 
dtewing up of the agreement has become public property, there has 
appeared in print a deal of misinformed comment suggesting that 
the syndicate has obtained an exclusive monopoly which conflicts 
with the doctrine of the Open Door in China, These comments, or 
‘many of them, have been based on the Presumption that this 
syndicate has secured a monopoly of the whole coal-mining rights of 
Kwangtung. whereas in point of fact mghts-have only been 
conced: in twenty out of over seventy-five provincial diatricts, 
these being chiefly chosen on account of Prosimity to railways 
already constructed. There ‘are very many other districts in 
the province known to contain Jarge fields, and, in regard 
to these, other interests can come in if they so desire. More than 
that, concessions for over fifty mines have already been t

However admirable on personal 
grounds this arrangement might 
be, it set up an extraordinarily 
anomalous situation in regard to 
offices of the rmost important 
kind, as My. Ball thus acquired 
the triple character of a member 
of the Bench, official leader of the 
Bar and private practitioner—the 
kind of thing one might look for 
in Gilbertian opera, but scarcely 
cAontaide of it. 
A CARRIAGE ACCIDEST.
